They will be able to cast 
their votes from 10 a.m. to 8 
p.m. on the day in question. 

At a special meeting last 
Monday night council also 
went along with a 1,100 


signature petition headed by 
St. Albert resident Mr. C. D. 
Bourbonnais that the vote be 
held on the recreation com- 
plex money bylaw. 

There was no move from 
council to give St. Albert 
residents the chance to 
register their vote on pro- 
posed city status which could 
materialize by the end of 
1976. St. Albert hopes to get 
$4 million in grants for roads 
by obtaining city status.

M.L.A. has reservations 
on city status 


Following the mayor's 
announcement over CBC 
Monday morning that St. 
Albert would have city status 
by the end of the month, the 
Gazette asked MLA Ernie 
Jamison for his reaction. 

‘| have looked at the pros 
and cons previously,”’ said 
Mr. Jamison’ and was not 
satisfied that city status 
would be financially bene- 
ficial. Certainly not, in my 
opinion, to the tune of four 
million dollars annually, if 
that is in fact how the 
mayor's announcement over 
CBC is to be interpreted.”’ 

The MLA said he was 
presently looking into the 
matter in greater detail,

000 per year, plus 50° or $3 
per person, whichever is the 
lesser, to offse: annual 
operating deficits. 

The mayor may have other 
reasons for wanting city 
status, not yet disclosed, said 
Mr. Jamison. ‘But in view of

Town ravine slated 
for development 


Two outline design briefs - 
one on the East Industrial 
Arca and the other on the 
proposed Ball Park Estate in 
St. Albert should soon be 
available to town residents. 

At its committee of the 
whole meeting last Monday 
night council carried motions 
which would give the briefs 
public attention by making 
them available in the town 
library. 


Regarding the brief on the 
East Industrial Area, Coun- 
cillor Barry Breadner said 
that he was against turning 
town boundary roads into 
major access arteries. How- 
ever Mayor Dick Plain 
pointed out that in light of 
studies on access to the area, 
he did not feel there would 
be an intolerable strain on 
people who lived - say - on 


Hebert Road. 


Main point of contention 
on the proposed Ball Park 
Estate design brief was the 
alignment next to the ravine 
for a rapid transit system.

Earlier Councillor Myrna 
Fyfe had drawn council's 
attention to the fact there 
had been much vandalism in 
St. Albert over the past year 
and later Mayor Plain chipp- 
ed in with what he termed an 
illustration of the magnitutde 
of St. Albert's youth pro- 
blem.

Answer: It is not contemplated that widening of the 

xisting four lane bridge over the Sturgeon River on 
Highway 2 will be made necessary. even if both the 
shopping centre and complex existed. 

0. Is the site of the recreation complex fully serviced? Is 
it necessary to extend any sanitary or storm sewers to this 
te? If this is required, is the cost in the 5.3 million dollars 
aad, if not, how much will it cost and who pays for it? 

Aaswer: The cost of providing all utilities on site servicing 

complex is included in the $5.3 million. The Town's 

:-es will bring utilities to the property line. Cost of sewer 
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and water connections is $6,500 to the home out of utility 
rates and $6,150 for storm drainage. : 

11. Are any pedestrian crossings planned for crossing the 
Sturgeon River to gain access to this site? If extensions are 
required, is their cost included in the 5.3 million dollars and, 
if not, how much will they cost and who pays for it? 

Answer: Specifically related to the complex, no. 
Inter-related to a shopping centre and potential park site, 
yes. Cost sharing would be detailed in a shopping centre 
development agreement. 

12. Are all sidewalk and curb extensions completed to the 
site? If they aren't, are they included in the 5.3 million 
dollars and, if not, how much will they cost and who pays it? 

Answer: Curbing and buffer strip costs are included in the 
total cost of the project. Sidewalks are on site to the building 
from McKenney and St. Vital and included in project cost of 
$5.3 million. 

13. What is the ratio of building area to parking area and 
how many parking stalls are there for every 1,000 square 
feet of building? 

Answer: Building coverage is 12.4% of total site and 
there are 10 parking spaces per 1,000 square feet of 
building. 

14. How are Batoni Bowlen chosen as project managers? 

Answer: An advertisement was placed in the Edmonton 
Journal. A short list was developed and interviews held with 
three firms. The interviewing committee made a report to 
Council and a Council resolution was passed appointing Mr. 
N. Driedger of Batoni Bowlen as construction manager. 

1S. What is Batoni Bowlen’s fee? 

Answer: The Construction Manager's fee is $125,000.00 
plus authorized on-site costs including superintendent’s 
salary and such matters as advertising for public tender and 
long distance telephone calls. 

16. What has the sale of reserve land to Carma in the east 
end of town got to do with a recreation complex which is 
located a mile and a half away? 

Answer: Simply that surplus funds from sale proceeds are 
used to offset the capital cost of the complex. The reserve 
parcel in Forest Lawn was temporarily established in 1972 
as a result of a replot. Part of the sale proceeds acquired 
park acreage in Braeside as originally intended and the 
balance used to benefit the community generally. 

17. It has been stated that the cost of this complex will 
cost the taxpayer 3.88 mills per year. It would appear that 
the Town has made no allowance for operating this complex 
and it is my understanding that if the complex is operated at 
100°% capacity, it will suffer an operating loss of a minimum 
of $124,000.00 per year. Would it be fair to say that our mill 
increase per year will not be 3.88 mills as stated, but more 
like 5.6 mills? 

Answer: An operating budget has been prepared which 
predicted an annual operating deficit of $120,000.00. Add to 
that the annual land lease payment of $24,000.00 for a 
period of 25 years covering a 50 year lease renewable for an 
additional 25 years for $1.00. The resulting mill rates and 
dollar amounts were set out at a televised Council meeting, 
are displayed on a display board in the Grandin Shopper's 
Mall and were set oul in the Mayor's Column appearing in 
the Gazette following the Council meeting. 

48. Based on Question #17, wouldn't it be fair to say that 
the people of St. Albert are being misled by the Mayor and 
Council and that ‘’Pretty Good Club” will not cost $48 per 
year per household, but considerably more? 

Answer: The total estimated capital and operating costs 
amount to $47.76 per year on the average residential 
assessment. These figures were placed before the public 
and no attempt has ever been made to mislead the public as 
to the costs associated with the compiex. 

19. Lhave noticed that the Town has been borrowing 
money for various other projects and has greatly increased 
the town staff during the past years. With this additionai 
borrowing and staff increase, can the Town give me a 
reasonable estimate as to what this will mean in increased 
mill rate for the coming year? 

Answer: The net effect upon taxes for annual repayment 
of all borrowings undertzken in 1975 for repayment in 
subsequent years is less than one mill. Provincial funding 
and utility rates account for the remainder. The number of 
permanent Town employees including all departments has 
increased over the one year period from October, 1974 to 
October, 1975 by nine employees, which is a 7.9% increase. 

20. Since we don’t know the end price of this complex, 
how will the town raise additional funds to cover any cost in 
over-run of construction? 

Answer: The estimated end price is $5.3 million or less. 
The greatest concern is that commencement delays which 
extend the completion date beyond September, 1977 will 
cause considerable increases in costs above that amount due 
to inflation. 

In conclusion, we welcome the opportunity to reply to the 
questions you have ra‘sed, particularly in view of the many 
questions seemingly arising out of misconceptions and a 
lack of information which on many occasions has been made 
public. There is ample evidence to support the substance of 
the answers given and | would welcome the Opportunity 
presenting all or any of this information to you ata meeting 
of your convenience. 

Please be advised that council has at no time indicated 
that they intend to raise taxes by the application of 5.97 
mills estimated to offset operating and capital costs of the 
recreation complex. Such a decision must wait the 
budgetary priorities as they are determined each year 
depending upon the amount and availability of revenues 
from all sources.

Build up domestic firms 


By KENNETH McDONALD 


Ottawa's Foreign Invest- 
ment Review Agency 
(FIRA) is only the latest 
in a series of devices which 
hide the absence of a Cana- 
dian industrial policy. With 
powers to prohibit foreign 
takeovers, FIRA is fussing 
about the stable door long 
after the horse has bolted. 
Until we determine the 
goal, how can we decide 
how to get there? What is 
needed is a Canadian 
ownership policy that will 
turn around the ratio of 
60 per cent foreign owner- 
ship and 40 per cent Cana- 
dian ownership to a 60-40 
ratio in Canada’s favor. 


FIRA is a negative re- 
sponse. It creates nothing. 
The problem is not too 
much foreign ownership 
but too little Canadian 
ownership, Canada, which 
leads the world in its per- 
centage of foreign-owned 
industry, has also -- not un- 
expectedly -- the highest 
deficit per capita in fully- 
manufactured goods. 


Canada’s foreign-owned 
branch plants are too often 
confined to metal stamping 
and assembly. Important 
decisions about capital in- 
vestments. research and 
development and exports 
are made outside Canada -- 
and the quality jobs, as a 
result, are denied our 
highly educated young 
people. 


Manufacturing jobs are 


moving south of the border. 


Not only are wage costs 


lower in the U.S. but manu- 


facturers operating in both 
countries find a more 
willing work force there. 


Jobs in both Canada and 
the United States also are 
moving to low-wage coun- 
tries as multinational 
corporations juggle their 
assets to escape western 
labour laws and tax rates. 
Governments take up some 
of the slack with growing 
bureaucracies in the capi- 
tal cities. 


To provide opportunities @ 
in all the regions of Canada, 
the Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business 
advocates a 10-year pro- 
gram designed to en- 
courage small and medium- 
sized, Canadian-owned 
businesses to grow and 
prosper. The entrepreneur, 
who makes everything 
happen, can only succeed 
in a climate where the 
need for profitability is 
recognized and where ini- 
tiative and enterprise are 
rewarded. 


Teco many of Canada’s 
young people are merely 
kept off the streets in 
schools which fail to pre- 
pare them for productive 
work.

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Transportation concepts outlined at meeting 


Few people attend 


The trials and tribulations 
of the St. Albert commuter 
were considered at a meeting 
of the Steering Committee on 
Transportation at the Club 
Mocombo on Wednesday 
evening. The meeting, which 
was for the purpose of 
discussing informally the 
preliminary conceptual stu- 
dies on transportation, was 
not that well attended. Of the 
37 people present, only 23 
were members of the public 
who had decided to attend in 
spite of the blustery night 
outside. The remaining 14 
were either council members 
or resource personnel, 

Mr. Don Corrigan, en- 
gineer from the Town of St. 
Albeert, chaired the meeting 
and he _ introduced the 
subject by giving a brief 
resume of the transit and 
land use studies and anal- 
yses which had begun in the 
summer of 1974 up to the 
present time. He also intro- 
duced the members of the 
steering committee which 
included Councillors Frank 
Lukay and Rod Throndson, 
several members of the town 
staff, representatives of the 
province and the City of 
Edmonton, ard some con- 
sultants. Mr. Corrigan stres- 
sed that ideas and concepts 
evolved so far are not final 
and could change on comple- 
tion of further studies. 


_ LAND USE CONCEPTS 


Town planner Wayne Gor- 
don followed giving three 
alternative land use concepts 
for the future development of 
St. Albert. The projected 
land use will have an 


important effect on any road

construction or transit sys- 
tem. Aided by charts, Mr. 
Gordon explained that basic- 
ally the first alternative 
assumes the bulk of future 
growth to be in the southeast 
section of the town adjoining 
Braeside, Forest Lawn and 
Akinsdale. The second alter- 
native projected develop- 
ment fairly evenly spread in 
all areas of the town and the 
third laid emphasis on devel- 
opment in the northwest 
section. 

These concepts were pro- 
jected over the near future 
{within a five year period) 
and the intermediate future 
(1S years). The alternatives 
were subject to the town 
being successful in acquiring 
industrial sites and industry 
to go with thém. The 
prospect remained that the 
town might not significantly 
alter the balance between 
residential and industrial 
development and would re- 
main essentially a dormitory 
town. 


ROAD IMPROVEMENTS 


The commuter who pat- 
iently waits to turn left from 
Hebert Road onto the St. 
Albert Trail in the morning 
and the commuter wishing to 
turn left from the Trail onto 
McKenney Avenue in the 
evening were considered, 
among others, during this 
portion of the meeting. That 
the one main corridor from 
St. Albert to Edmonton is 
barely adequate for existing 
needs was made quite 
apparent. Mr. Ken Foster 
from L. G. Grimble and 
Associates described several 
short term improvements

which could be started as 
early as next year and some 
intermediate range alterna- 
tives. 

The short term measures 
included improving existing 
alternate routes into Edmon- 
ton (156 St. and 170 St.), 
widening Hebert Road, and 
improving the intersection at 
Hebert and the St. Albert 
Trail. 

Over a five year period the 
prospect of another bridge 
across the Sturgeon River 
was considered a possibility 
to take the strain off the 
highway and McKenney. 
The intermediate term pro- 
spects were dependent on 
the eventual land use con- 
cept adopted by the town. 
Mr. Foster said that in- 
creased bus ridership would 
reduce the demand on a road 
system but the demands by 
car traffic will still be for 
approximately two and a half 
times the number of traffic 
lanes required today. 

A major by-pass in a 
north-south direction could 
go around the town on either 
the west or the east side 
depending on the location of 
a major industrial site. A 
westerly location for the 
by-pass would, however, be 
disadvantaged to some ex- 
tent by Big Lake. Improved 
road systems connecting the 
subdivisions within the town 
as well as increased traffic 
lanes into Edmonton were 
suggested. 


TRANSIT SERVICES 


Bus riders using the 
transit system to commute to 
Edmonton outnumber those 
using it for local trans- 
portation by a ratio of nine to 
one. And, of the commuting 
public generally, bus riders 
account for only six percent 
of commuters to Edmonton. 
The others are mostly car 
drivers and the balance are 
car passengers. The largest 
group of bus riders are 
females in the 29-34 age 
group who live in single 
family dwellings. 

These and other statistics 
were revealed in an attitude 
survey which was conducted 


on bus ridership last sum- 
mer. 

Mr. Wally Atkinson of L. 
G. Grimble and Associates 
covered several possibilities 
for transit services to tie in 
generally with the transpor- 
tation concepts. He explain- 
ed the difficulties of busing 
created by peak travel 
periods and he touched on 
the staggering operational 
costs necessary for running a 
transit system. Various ideas 
for a transit system in the 
town and their pros and cons 
were suggested. These in- 
cluded a dial-a-bus service, a 
feeder system for commuters 
something like the present 
system, and transit services 
for local employment and 
shopping purposes. 

Mr. Atkinson also covered 
some of the hardware neces- 
sary to maintain a transit 
system: garage and work- 
shops, transfer points, bus 
shelters, bus lanes, devices 
for triggering traffic lights to 
allow buses priority access 
and, of course, buses them- 
selves. The buses required 
would depend on their 
projected usage - extra large 
multi-seat commuter buses 
for no-standing rides into 
Edmonton and much smaller 
buses for local trips which 
would be able to navigate 
residential streets. 


QUESTION PERIOD 


Several questions were 
raised during the informal 
question and answer period. 
The answers, like the pre- 
ceding presentations, were 
generally speculative., 

A questioner asked whe- 
ther Edmonton’s rapid tran- 
sit system would likely reach 
St. Albert. An Edmonton 
representative conceded that 
this was a possibility but the 
city priority is an expansion 
in a southerly and south- 
eastern direction and rapid 
transit would most likely 
serve that area. In the north, 
Castle Downs might, possibly 
attract rapid transit. 

The panel received a 
couple of questions relating 
to commuting problems whi- 
ch lie within the City of

Edmonton limits. The inter- 
section at 137th Avenue and 
the traffic circles at 125th 
Avenue and 118th Avenue 
were given as examples of 
problems or hazards. The 
city spokesman indicated 
that the city is faced with 
access problems from several 
directions and that no prior- 
ity exists for the access from 
St. Albert. He quoted figures 
of accidents which occurred 
this year at the two traffic 
circles which indicated a very 
high frequency of accidents. 
He mentioned that improve- 
ments may be made to 125th 
Avenue which might affect 


the traffic circle. 

Several questions were 
posed reiating to the surveys 
which had been taken and 
the manner in which they 
had been taken. Councillor 
Breadner felt that a survey 
on traffic taken in July would 
not take into account com- 
muters whose usual destina- 
tion is the University of 
Alberta because of summer 
vacations.

If you havent a

If you live in an apartment, 
likely you wish you had a 
garden you could cultivate.

A terrarium, simply, isa 
rather horrid Latin word for a 
clear glass container of living 
plants. It could vary in size 
from a jar to a greenhouse. It 
can be open or closed. 

Plants in the terrarium 
absorb the water through 
their roots and release it into 
the air through their leaves, 
increasing the humidity in 
the container. 

The more closed the con- 
tainer the more humid the 
environment. 

To make a terrarium, line 
the container with moss to 
enhance its appearance and

help maintain the humidity. 
Put half to one inch pebbles 
in the bottom for drainage 
and fill the lower quarter of 
the container with a good 
potting soil. 

Make suitable depressions 
for the roots of your plants 
with a blunt instrument, put 
them into the container and 
firm the soil down well. 

Once the moisture level in 
the container has stabilized 
you can put it anywhere in 
your room except in strong 
direct sunlight. 

The following plants are 
suitable for a closed con- 
tainer: prayer plants, spider 
plants, étotons, aluminum 
plants and nerve plants. 
African violets, peperomia, 
hoya and zebra plants are all 
suitable for a semi-humid 
terrarium.

The brief explained that 
St. Albert council could help 
maintain the identity of the 
town by encouraging the 
local historical society in its 
documentation of the past. 
Pageants and festivals about 
the town’s past should be 
encouraged.

Morinville attends conference of Foster Parents 


Main speaker at the 2nd 
Alberta Foster Parent Con- 
ference held in Edmonton 
was Miss Mary Rustriffer 
from the University of Wis- 
consin, who has been a social 
worker in the state for many 
years. She spoke on teen- 
agers of our day. 

Mrs. Potter, president of 
the Foster Parent Asso- 
ciation also addressed the 
meeting, and spoke about all 
the smaller associations, 
such as the one in Morinville, 
and mention that she was 
proud of the Morinville 
group, which will receive a 
Government grant to assist 
with their program of educa- 
ting parents. The grant will 
also assist the Association's 
aim of helping with other 
groups to better the com- 
munity. 

Miss Rustriffer empha- 
sized that foster parents 
should show teen-agers inat 
they are loved and trusted, 
and let them know that they 
can do well. Therefore the 
best is expected from them. 

She also said that there are 
times that any teen-ager will 
test you out to see what you 
will say or do about different 
things. Unexpectedly they 
will ask you questions about 
married life-or sex. These 
questions should be talked 
over when you are doing 
dishes or getting supper. If 
the teen-ager being a girl, 
you could talk to her while 
you're cutting out a pattern 
for a dress. If it’s a boy, you 
could talk to him when you 
are getting the garbage 
ready to be emptied. 

Sometimes they will tell 
you that they don’t believe in 
God. She said not to force 
him to go to church but say, 
‘‘l am surprised you can get 
along without God because | 
can’t and I’m not going to 
try.’’ More often than not, he 
can't either. 

If a boy or girl comes 
home, tips over the garbage 
can, and kicks it halfway 
down the driveway it would 
not help to ground him for a 
week or to go without 
supper. The thing to do is to 
take him firmly by the 
shoulder and say to get out 
there and pick that stuff up 
and don’t try it again. Tell 
him that around your house 
you don’t put up with things 
like that. 

She indicated parents sh- 
ould show teen-agers that 
they know they are having a 
hard time and are doing 


‘everything to help them. We 


expect them to show us that 


they appreciate by staying 
out of trouble as best they 
can. But if they do get into 
trouble, it’s not the end of 
the world. Pick up the pieces 
and wipe the slate clean and 
try all over. Again, trying not 
to make the same mistakes. 
In the afternoon she gave a 
lecture on separation dealing 
first with Shock, the affect of 
which is shallow, and if 
normal it takes the form of 


soberness or false happiness. 

She elaborated on other 
situations faced by teen- 
agers needing foster home 
care, such as despair, de- 
pression, adolescence, a 
general state of apathy, 
restless activity and a lack of 
direction. Detachment from 
the family home affects the 
teen-agers hope, sense of 
mastery and causes him to 
consider the new relation- 


ship, while thought of the 
last relationship continues. 
Examples described a boy 
who had been removed from 
his parents into a new hor:e, 
and an older woman who fad 
lost her husband.
